With these Cokin® filters, designed for 
Polaroid, you can make subjects appear to 
be moving when they are standing per- 
fectly still... produce pictures with three— 
or five—images of a single subject... give 
spectacular sparkle to reflections and 
lights ... surround a subject with a bright, 
reddish glow... and much more. Instantly! 


This guide contains everything you need to 
know about using Special Effects Filters 
with your Polaroid Spectra System camera. 


Your Special Effects 
Filters kit consists of . . . 
Motion Filter (F101), Red 
Center Spot Filter (F102), 
Starburst Filter (F103), 
Multi-Image 3 Filter (F104), 
Multi-lmage 5 Filter (F105), 
Filter Holder (F106), and 
Carrying Case. 


Attach the filter holder 
to your camera 
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The filter holder is 
designed to snap easily 
onto your camera, in front 
of the lens. 


The filters slide into the 
slots (w) inside the 
holder. 
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Swing the holder down. 
Then push the tab in (<) 
to snap the holder into 
the space beneath the 
lens. Be sure the holder 
is securely mounted and 
centered over the lens. 
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Grip the bottom of the 
holder by the tab (<<). 
Tilt the top of the 
holder toward the 
camera and fit it into 
the groove above the 
lens. 
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To remove the holder, 
grasp the tab and pull 
up sharply (A). Be sure 
to remove the holder 
before closing the 
camera. 


Avoid touching the 
camera's lens as you 
attach and remove the 
holder. 


Slide the filter into 
the holder 


Each filter has a finger- 
grip at the top (w). Hold 
the filter only in this area 
to avoid getting finger- 
prints on the filter's lens. 


When using two filters, 
slide the flat filter (Red 
Center Spot or Star- 
burst), into the slot 
closest to the lens. See 
the “Filter combinations 
chart” on page 19. 


When using one filter, 
slide it into either slot 
inside the holder. Push 
the filter down until its 
bottom edge touches the 
bottom of the slot. 


Always be sure the filter 
is mounted squarely in 
the holder. 


Some tips on using Care and handling 
your filters 
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it gently with a clean, soft 
facial tissue. Do not use 
silicone-treated eyeglass 
tissues.

Motion Filter 


With the Motion Filter, 
you can take pictures 
in which your subject 
appears to be moving 
rapidly from left to right. 


This filter blurs the left 
half of the image area, 
while the right half 
remains clear, thus creat- 
ing the effect of motion. 


Have fun creating 
pictures that “capture” 
people and animals 
speeding along... make 
still objects appear to 
move... cause slowly 
moving subjects 

to appear to be moving 
faster. 


Tips on using this filter 


¢ Always slide the Motion 
Filter into the holder so 
its lens is to the right (¥), 
on the photocell/flash 
side of the camera, as 
shown. 


¢ When looking through 
the viewfinder, find the 
center of the scene (¥). 
Frame carefully. Remem- 
ber...everything in the 
left half of the scene will 
be blurred (in motion) 
in the finished picture. 
Accurate framing is the 
key to success! 


¢ Subjects should be 
posed so they appear to 
be headed from left to 


° : =| right. In general, try 
4 - to frame your subjects 

——| so that part of themis 
to the left of center, part 
to the right of center.

Red Center Spot 
Filter 


With the Red Center Spot 
Filter, you can create 
dramatic photographs in 
which centered subjects 
are surrounded by a red- 
dish glow. 


Create unusual pictures 
that dramatically high- 
light your main subject 
... add more interest to 
everyday scenes... 
highlight action . . . put 
your favorite person, 
pet, or object in the 
“spotlight” 
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Tips on using this filter 


e Always center your main 
subject in the viewfinder. 


¢ Choose backgrounds 
that are simple and 
uncluttered, making your 
main subject the center 
of attention. 


¢ Photograph subjects 
near a light-colored 
background, so that 
the reddish glow will be 
clearly visible in the 
finished photograph. 


Outdoors, brightly lit 


water, skies, beach sand, 


snow, and light-colored 
walls make ideal 
backgrounds. 


Indoors, plain, light- 
colored walls and 
curtains make the best 
backgrounds. 


How the subject appeared in the 
viewfinder. 
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Starburst Filter 


With the Starburst Filter, 
you can take pictures in 
which bright highlights 
are emphasized by a 
“starburst” effect. 


Normal reflections and 
lights become spectacu- 
lar displays. 


Have fun shooting spar- 
kling candles on a cake 
... city lights at night... 
sunrises and sunsets . . . 
reflections off the water 
or shiny metal surfaces 
... flashlights and car 
headlights. 
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Tips on using this filter 


The “starburst” effect will 
vary according to the 
size and intensity of the 
light source. Before tak- 
ing the picture, hold the 
filter up to the light or 
reflection you want to 
photograph and look 
through the filter. This 
will give you some indica- 
tion of how the “star- 
burst” effect will appear 
in your picture. 


Natural reflections 
outdoors 

Use the Starburst Filter to 
dramatize reflections (or 
highlights) that occur 
naturally—sunlight 


reflecting off water, 
glass, or metal surfaces. 


For best results, turn off 
your camera's flash and 
look for strong, bright 
reflections. A tripod or 
other firm support is also 
recommended. 


Bright light sources 
Bright light sources, such 
as city lights at night, 
automobile headlights, a 
flashlight or lantern light, 
candles on a cake, fire- 
works, a setting or rising 
sun, lights on a Christ- 
mas tree, and more, can 
be photographed using 
the Starburst Filter. 


When taking these types 
of pictures, your cam- 


era's flash must be off 
in order to get the “star- 
burst” effect. A tripod or 
other firm support is also 
recommended. 


Avoid soft, diffused light 
such as a lamp covered 
by a shade or frosted 
glass. This type of light 
will not produce a “star- 
burst” effect. 


If your camera does not 
have a flash override 
switch, you should not 
use the Starburst Filter 
indoors.

Multi-Image 3 Filter 


With the Multi-lmage 3 
Filter, you can take pic- 
tures in which three 
images of your main 
subject appear. 


As with the Multi-lmage 5 
Filter, you can create a 
variety of special effects 
that result in out-of-the 
ordinary photographs. 


By making three subjects 
out of one, you can dram- 
atize a portrait or create 
an abstract pattern of 
color.

Tips on using this filter 


¢ Center your main subject 
in the viewfinder—from 
left to right. This will give 
you the most uniform, 
repetitive pattern. 


¢ Position your subjects 
4 to 6 feet (1.2m to 1.8m) 
from the camera for best 
results. A large object— 
such as a boat, car, or 
building—can be photo- 
graphed from greater 
distances. 


¢ Keep your subject matter 
as simple as possible. 
Generally, photographs 
of individuals or single 
objects work best. When

taking pictures of two 
or more subjects, place 
your subjects close 
together. 


¢ Position your subjects 
near simple, uncluttered 
backgrounds.

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Multi-Image 5 Filter 


With the Multi-lmage 5 
Filter, you can take pic- 
tures in which five 
images of your main 
subject appear. 


You can take instant pho- 
tographs with a profes- 
sional flair and create 
unusual images. 


Have fun creating special 
portraits of family and 
friends .. . dramatic 
still-lifes .. . abstract 
impressions. 
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Tips on using this filter 


¢ Center your main subject 
in the viewfinder. 


¢ Your best multi-image 
pictures will be of sub- 
jects positioned 4 to 6 
feet.(1.2m to 1.8m) from 
the camera. A large 
object—such as a boat, 
car, or building—can be 
photographed at greater 
distances. 


¢ Keep your subject matter 
as simple as possible. 
Generally, photographs 
of individuals or single 
objects work best. When 
taking pictures of two or 
more subjects, place 
your subjects close 
together. 


How the subject appeared in the 
viewfinder. 


¢ Position your subjects 
near simple, uncluttered 
backgrounds. With five 
images repeated in 
one picture, you do not 
want to make things any 
more complicated than 
necessary. 


¢ For maximum detail and 
sharpness outdoors, 
shoot with the sunlight 
coming from behind you. 
Avoid shooting toward 
the sun and other backlit 
scenes, for example, 
bright window light or a 
highly reflective surface. 
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Filter combinations 


Using two filters can add 
to your picture-taking fun 
and creativity. 


Use the two slots inside 
the filter holder to com- 
bine the Starburst with 
the Red Center Spot, the 
Multi-lmage 5 with the 
Starburst, and so forth.

You will want this handy 
tripod for taking “star- 
burst” time exposures 
and other pictures requir- 
ing more than a steady 
hand—or an extra hand, 
such as when taking self- 
portraits. 


The tripod has an adjust- 
able head for accurate 
framing. 


The tripod folds neatly to 
a compact, portable size. 
It also fits into many cam- 
era bags. 


Remote Control 


With this accessory, you 
can place your Spectra 
System camera up to 40 
feet (12.2m) away and 
operate it with a special 
radio transmitter. 


Use it to photograph 
wildlife, or include your- 
self in group portraits. 
Surprise your friends at 
parties. Shoot pictures 
from unusual angles or 
“precarious” locations— 
without having to be 
there.
